THE CHIEF EVENT OF THE WEEK 

haB been the visit of Prince Lobanoff-Ros- 
tovsky to HubertBtock, the Emperor Wil- 
Uam's shooting box, which is held to be a 
faob of prime Importance, Commenting on 
this visit, a well-informed foreign official 
aaid to a representative of the Associated 
Proas to-day : "This visit is much more 
than one of courtesy, for It ia intended to 
show France and the rest of Europe that 
the now rulor of Ruaaia means to entertain 
friendly relations with Germany. Count 
Lobanoff-Roatovsky left Germany with 
the convlotlon that this country's policy is 
the outspoken frank polloy of peace. He 
was also onlightened regarding tho relations 
between Germany and Austria. During the 
audienoo, tho Emperor repeatedly aasured 
Count Lobanoff Roatovaky of Germany's 
dosiro to remain friendly, and at tho dinner 
whioh followod again roforrod to the sub- 
joet, remarking on drinking tho health of 
his guest that he hopod the misunderstand- 
ings of the past were forgotten, and that 
they would rot recur. 

The battleship Victorious waalaunohod at 
Chatham to day, tho wifo of Rt. Hon. G. 
J. Goachen, first lord of tho admiralty, 
chriatening hnr. Tho Viotorioua ia 15,000 
tons displacement, 300 faot long, and has a 
co&l capacity of 1,890 tons. 

The Cologne Gaz^bte publishes a dispatoh 
from St. Petersburg saying ib Ib reported 
that tho representatives of Ruaaia, France 
and Germany are about to hand to the Jap- 
anese government, an identloal note accept- 
ing tho Japanese oonourrenoe with their pro- 
posal that the evacuation of tho Llao Tung 
peninaula be accomplished within three 
months after China's payment of thirty 
million taela.

BRITAIN'S ULTIMATUM. 

Imperative Demand for Reparation for 
the Dran Outrages— A Definite 
Document. 



Venezuela's Reply Not Yet Received- 
Lord Salisbury on the Monroe 
Doctriue. 



London, Oot. 19. — The St. JameB Gazette 
thia afternoon follows tho disclosures of yes- 
terday regarding the polioy of Rt, Hon. 
Joseph Chamber lain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, regarding' Venezuela, by tho 
following important statomeut : " We are 
in a poaltlon to atate that the Marquis of 
Salisbury haa sent an ultimatum to Presi- 
dent Crespo which nob only sets out the de- 
mands of tho British government for repara- 
tion on account of tho arrest of the deputa- 
tion and inspectors of police ab Uran, bub 
also states the terms upon whioh Greab 
Britain will definitely determine the boun- 
dary dispute with the republic The ulti- 
matum is en route to President Creapo, If 
not already delivered to him. 

Thia aotion was decided upon by the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury and Mr. Chamberlain be- 
fore the formor'a recent holiday in France. 
Both ;tho Marquis of Salisbury and Mr. 
Chamberlain are in perfect agreement aa to 
the necessity of ending the frontier dispute, 
and that ovon Venezuela haB to brought to 
terms by such methods ae will be moat 
effootivo in reaching an understanding with 
the South American republics. The instruc- 
tions to place guns at certain points on tho 
frontier are only meant in the aonoo that 
the guns will bo noceBaary to 
frighten the Venezuelans who are not likely 
to pay any attention to PreBldont Crespo 
and tho government of Caraoas, whatever 
agreement tho latter may make with Groat 
Britain, after a Btudy>f the Marquie of 
Salisbury's meBsago." 

Tho Press Assooiation lato thia evening 
announced that the government had not ro- 
oeivod a reply to the ultimatum sent to 
Venezuola, and that the foreign office had 
not oven received an intimation that ib had 
been delivered to Presidout Crespo. Prob- 
ably this aocountB for the faot that tho for- 
eign office will only confirm tho statement 
of the St. James' Gazstte of tho Bonding of 
the ultimatum to the extent of sayirjg that 
it ia truo that tho Maiquia of Salisbury is 
taking steps to inform Venezuela that repar- 
ation ia required for tho Uran outrages. 

Tho Westminster Gazette, commenting 
on tho dispatch to tho Timea from New 
York declaring that tho joint rofusal of tho 
European powerB to accept the Monroe 
doctrine ie believed merely to be in tho 
Marquis of Saliabury'a mind, Bays : "There 
ia no euoh thing ; the Monroo doctrine ie u 
matter ontlroly between the old oountry and 
the United States, and if tho time ever oomee 
that Groat Britain should tnko sides on tho 
subject we shall stand with tho Americans 
and nob against thom." 

The Sb. James Gazotto publishes a letter 
Blgned by Hugh Watt, deploring tho retro- 
grade oonditiona of British Guiana, due, it la 
claimed, to the attempts to bolstor up the 
decaying eugar industry, bub predicting that 
Mr. Chamborlain's policy will revive Indus- 
trial prospects.

Gold Discovery in North Vancouver— 
Government Land Near Euglish 
Bay— New Enterprises. 



Earthquake iu Okauagau Counutiy—

(Spoolal to the Colonist.) 
VANCOIIVEIt. 

Vancouver, Oob. 19.— Reports which 
are apparently authontio oomo from the hills 
of Soymour oroek, North Vancouver, from 
points distant only atout ton milos from 
Vancouver itself, of valuable finds of gold 
quartz. Satisfactory assays are stated to 
havo boon made of Beveral specimens and 
some seven cUims are already staked out for 
registration. The prospectors engaged con- 
fidently predict a genuine miniug boom. 
Meanwhile, just outside the city limits near 
Jerioho, a seaside resort for Vancouver 
people, experimental ooal boring promises 
favorably and the engineer In ohargo of tho 
work is contid 'nt of early and good results. 
He expeots to looato juBt outside the Domin- 
ion roservo near Garry Point, whioh is in- 
tended for military fortifications horeaftor. 
These claims will, if thoy are as good as ex- 
poatod, prove of very great valuo in view of 
tho early intended looation of a largo smel- 
ter hero. 

South Vanoouver peoplo aro appoaling to 
tho govornmont to soil on easy payments to 
bona fido settlers thoir 5.000 acres of re 
served land near English Bay. According 
to prtsent indications, should tuegovernment 
dooide to aocodo to tho wishoa of the South 
Vancouvoritos, the land would be taken up 
very quickly and houses bo built. 

D. McGillvary is reported to be about to 
start powder works, probably at Daparturo 
Bay. Ho h is bought out the right to manu- 
facture in Canada, the Pottengill powder 
whoao ohief virtue is Bald to be the small 
amount of danger there Is in handling it.

19.— The Reld & Cur 
rle Iron Works Co. are showing evidences of 
their faith in iirltlah Columbia and are plac- 
ing now machinery In thoir foundry.

BEAUHABNOIS MURDER TRIAL. 

Unprecedented Scene In a British Court of 
Justice— Brutal Remarks by a Well 
Known Citizen. 

BeACIIARNOIS, Odt. 19. — (Special) — An 
unprecedented scene for a British court room 
took place, horo yesterday afternoon during 
the closing moments of Dr. Buoko'B expert 
insanity ovidenoe in tho Shortls murder 
trial. Socrotary-Treasurer Smith, of the 
Valleytiold Cotton Mills, a orown witness, 
waa tho cause of it, and tho uproar has sot 
tho people cf Bcauharnois i;i a porfeot fror.zy 
of excitement. Smith was sitting in the 
privileged enolosuro near Mr. aud Mrs. 
Shortio, the parents of the priaonor. Among 
other hot headed bhings ho said was to offer 
to bob uny amount from §1 to $100,000 thab 
there was nob a man on the jury insane 
enough to find tho prisonor nob guilty. 
Mrs, Shortis heard his remarks, and com- 
menced crying, finally going into a swoon. 
Her husband, quivering with rago, jumped 
up and called J udge Mathieu's attention to 
Smith's conduct. His Honor ab onco ord- 
ered Smith to be removed. In a loud voice 
Smith protested, and oounsol for tho do- 
fonoo and proaooution took a hand In the 
hubbub. The soene which took placo would 
be diffioult to desoribo, bub through it all 
Shortls, the prisoner, never moved a musolo. 
After an oxoiting debate, In whioh all hands 
took part, Smith, who was thoroughly hum- 
iliated, moved away. The dofenco con- 
cluded Its case with Dr. Buoko'a evidence, 
and tho prosecution will next offer ovidenoe 
in rebuttal. 



SIBERIAN CANNERIES. 

Proposal to Establish Large I Establishments 
Near l'etropaulovskl. 

Port Townsend, Oat. 18.— (Spooial) — 
Tho Russians havo juat commonced to ap- 
preciate the Importance of orecting fish 
oannerlea along the Siberian ooast. The 
schooner Ethel Zino, from Petropaulov6ki, 
brings newB that two oannorles will bo built 
at thab point next season. The bays fairly 
swarm with Bchools of salmon and herring. 
In the bay of Petropaulovskl during the 
Bummer season the fish come in from the 
open Beo, oirolo around the bay and out to 
sea again. Capb. Peterson, of the Zine, 
said he never saw a place whore salmon 
were so plentiful. The British man-of-war 
Porpoiae waa in port, and one day some of 
the men threw out a seine and hauled in 
over 700 large salmon. Herring also is very 
plentiful. Now thab the trans-Siberian rail- 
road is to bo opened, it is proposed to estab- 
lish large fish canneries and ship tho product 
to St. Petersburg and Eistorn Russia.

ROSEBERY AND HIS PARTY. 

Despite the fact of his belonging to that 
order, Lord Bosebery in a speech delivered 
at Scarborough, England, on Friday is re- 
ported to have deolared that " to his mind 
the primary obstacle to all reform and the 
groatesb danger to the stability of the State 
lay in the present constitution of the Houao 
of Lords, and if the nation had realized that 
faob the result of the last general elections 
would have been very different." Among 
tho RadicaU there has been much talk of 
mending or ending the Lards ; but In 
to the country it will bo remembered that 
most of the Liberals fought pretty shy 
of that . issue, possibly for fear 
of what their loader might be 
called upon to do, or bociuBe they felt that 
the nation had not been sufficiently edncated 
for the supreme isBue. His Lordship can, 
however, now that the elections are, as far 
as his followers are concerned, a long way off, 
afford to attack his peers, possibly in the 
hope that from now till election timo the 
litble leaven may work and eventually bo 
productive of results whioh might be satis- 
fiotory to them. 

Somo months since there were rumors of 
the readiness, nay the anxiety, of somo of 
the peers to become candidates for popular 
representation. The subject did come up 
in Parliament, but nothing came of it, yet not 
ono peer came to tho front when the timo ar- 
rived to take tho Bense of the elootors with 
theobjaot, as has boon the oase withothercan 
didates who have been either utterly un- 
qualified or whose qualifications were mat. 
tors of doubt, of having Parliament or the 
tribunals decldo tho question at issue. Lord 
RoBebory, for instance, does nob appear to 
have had the courage of his convictions or he 
might have made the break. It is said that 
upon one occasion tho Prince of Wales was 
asked what he would do in ths event of 
Groat Britain becoming a republic. His re- 
ply was that ho would run for President, 
There is nothing to 6how that Lord Bose 
bery would be equal to suoh an emergency 
were an end put to tho Houao of Lords, 

In the October number of the Westmin- 
ster Revlow appoarB an article by Thomas 
Scanlon entitled, " Wanted a New Liberal 
Programme." Tho author's opening re- 
mark Ih " For a politioal party which wishes 
to keep within tho linoB of purity thero is 
nothing like an occasional roverso ; it onables 
him to drink of tho pure fountain of poIIU 
oal truth without having his supply filtered 
through the political channels of wiro-pull 
Ing and party selfishness. In conscqnonce 
muny genuine Liborala are said to hail with 
satisfaction the advent of tho Tories to 
power, as being bho only ohanoo of restoring 
unity, purity and efficiency to what is 
vaguely called 'the Liberal party.' 
It is declared that during tho 
last dozen years it has no longer 
boon the two groat historical parties that 
divided the representation betweou them, 
bho extension of the franohiae, tho operation 
of tho Ballot Aot and of tho Education Act, 
had resulted in tho uccossion of a huge in 
flux of voters who wore not much inolinod 
to pay much regard to tho usage of party 
politics. Imperial interests began to bo iosb 
sight of and seotional interests became tho 
ordor of tho day." And this, it is said, haB 
unquestionably boon a leading factor in 
bringing about the Llboral disaster. The 
author attaches doop significance to the do 
feat that bofoil suoh votoran loadors as Sir 
William Haroourb, John Morley and Mr 
Shaw Lefevro, which was oaused by nothing 
short of positive disapproval. 

Tho local voto question, ib is said, did tho 
most damage bo the party, Homo Bulo hav- 
ing had little to do with tho rosulb, though 
lb Is said to have provoked tho distrust of 
many good Liborala, Tho Liberal leader is 
thus condemned out of tho mouth of Ills own 
friond : " Lord Rosobnry's indifforent at- 
tltudo on tho Homo Rule quosblon, and mis- 
.loading analogies on the subjoct of bho part. 



nership between England and Ireland chilled 
the enthusiasm of his would-be supporter*, 
and elated In a corresponding degree his 
Unionist opponents. After tho pitiful 
spectacle of bungling and dissension, what 
wonder !" ib is asked, "if the country paid 
no attention to the cry of reforming the 
House of Lords ? " Tho article goes on to 
say : 

'Ib matters libtle whether the House of 
Lords threw oub this or that measure ; it is 
not upon the meaBuro a vordiob is wanted, 
it is upon tho House of Lords Itself ; upon 
its rlghb to possess the power lb wields, and 
ib is impossible to get the judgment of the 
oountry focusaed upon the question, exoepl 
by raising ib in a direot, substantial form in 
the very heart of tho constituencies." 



U. S. FOREIGN POLICY. 

The somewhat delicate question of United 
States interference bobween European and 
other nations in a gratuitous and unsolicited 
attempt to sottlo differences which exist be- 
tween them is being discussed at length by 
somo of the papers on the other side of the 
line. Some of them are In favor, no mabtor 
the consequences, of rushing in with both 
hands and feeb and " compelling " nations 
which aro regarded as military powers to 
respeob tho dicta of United Statos officials 
whoso ohiof anxioty ia nob tho interests of 
bhelr country bub of tho soum and off soour- 
ing of othor lands, which, though thcBe par- 
ties wcro thoir natural-born subjoots, pre- 
ferred their room to their company. Wo 
havo beforo ua a specimen of thla in a 
recent artiolo in the San Franolsco Cnron- 
iolo, whioh, by the way, is opposed to the 
party to whioh President Clovoland belongs. 
Oa tho subjeot of tho attitude of the Gov- 
ernment bowaida tho Cuban revolutionists 
the Attorney-Genoral of the United States 
recently said: "It is tho duty of Ameri- 
cans to recognize tho fact that we are not 
only at peace with Spain, but have with her 
a treaty wheroby tho extrtidltion of prison- 
ers and many other benefits aro secured. 
Therefore, lb behooves us to bo neutral in 
word as woll as deed." 

To this our firo-eatinc contemporary re- 
plies : 

The greatest statesman tho country haa 
produced, when Seoretury of State, preaohed 
a doctrlno directly opposed to that advanced 
by the present Attorney-General. During 
the progress of the Hungarian revolution 
under the leadership of Lonis Kossuth, 
President Taylor sent a special agent to 
Europe to watch and report upon, the pro 
gross of ovonta, with a possible viow to the 
recognition of Hungary. Daniel Wtbiter 
was then Seoretary of State. 

Ib adds : " Forty years have worked a 
tremendous change in the opinions of the 
Armonlan peoplo, or tho present administra- 
tion does not truthfully interpreb them." 

On the other hand, the Soattle Times, 
without going baok on the Monroe dootrine, 
which it, however, thinks may require to bo 
amended to suit the new conditions which 
have arieon slnoo its promulgation, Bays, re. 
forring to the Venezuelan question : — 

This oountry oan hardly undarbake to 
stand in the position of a protector to the 
South and Central Amerloan republics. 
They are willing enough to hide under tho 
eagle's wings when they get Into trouble, 
bub that Ib as far as they have yet shown 
any disposition to go. On the proposition 
that all the forco of tho Unltf d Sbatea ought 
to bo used to provenb any European nation 
from pursuing a war of conquest in America 
wo go as far as anyono, bub the seventy mil- 
lion people who live in the United States 
havo to be reckoned with when it oomea to 
definitely settling the policy of this oountry 
bo far as it involves the prosecution of war 
in foreign countries. This oountry has not 
yet sont an army aoross the seu to wage war, 
and the cause would havo to bo a very jusb 
one before io would receive popular Indorse- 
ment. 

Our nolghbors have not yeb been pulled up 
at a sharp turn ; bub ib is significant to no- 
tice that some of them reallza that there is a 
possibility of thoir being oompelled to em- 
phasize their opinions and their meddlesome- 
ness by definite and decided action. 



tlons and daogerous adventurers with an 
intermixture of communists and ordinary 
disturbers of the peace. Most of them take 
an aotive parb in politics, usually as " heel- 
ers," and many a Japanese politician has 
used them to pub a rival bors de oombat. 
No element In the Japanese population 
gives the authorities more trouble, for large 
numbers of the fraternity make ib their 
business to Involve tho Govornmont in 
trouble over domestic politics and foreign 
relations. 

Tim resources of Madagascar, whioh has 
recently been oonquerod by tho Frenoh, 
have never beei> thoroughly developed. Its 
aoil ia generally fertile and rice, sugar, silk, 
cotton, India rubber, potatoes and bananoe 
oan ba grown with ease. It has Immense 
forests of valuable tlmbsr and large tracts 
of land Buitablo for etook raising. Although 
it has an era of 228,500 square miles, ita 
population ia less than four millions, most of 
whom live in a condition bordering on 
savagery, although as a people they aro 
nominally Christians. 



The Vancouver World commenting on 
the endeavors which have beon made by 
certain Individuals to discredit the Lillooob, 
Fraser Rivor and Cariboo Mining Company, 
thus speaks of the correspondence) in reply 
which has nppearod in thsso columns : " A 
writer in th" Colonist signing himself 1 B.

" UN WORKABLE SOCIAL SCHEMES. ' ' 

Rocontly MIsb Ray Frank delivered a 
aerios of lectures in Victoria, which she has 
repeated in Portland, Oregon. In tho 
course of one of them she said that " Never 
will j iBtice bo dono till tho Jowlsh Idaa be- 
comes tho basis of modern social lifo." She 
Is reported to hive said : 

At, tho ond of oovon years tho Jow's pro- 
porty, according to Mosaic law, rovorted 
back to the stato, and if ho wanted it again, 
ho had to buy it. Then thoro was tho til bo 
year every aeven yours, and every fifty yours 
all property roverted back to tho original 
owner if ho wub alivo, bo that, in tho course 
of events, if a man lived long enough, ho 
onco moro entered Into his inheritance 
Winor \nnts havo never boon framed. 

Now, withoub entering into a discussion 
of the accuraoy of tho statement, or tho 
correctness of attributing tho provisions to 
Mobob, it will perhaps bo of intorest to re- 
produce a portion of what tho Oregonian 
describes ia " an unworkable social sohemo." 
Says ou.- oontomporary : 

" Tho most anciont codo of Israel contain- 
ed tho Sabbattlcal yoar which producol an 
economic aonBtltution that wus absolutily 
imprucbloablo. No nation evor existed un- 
der suoh a rogimo. Tho land could not 
really bo sold ; tho owner rotoined bo many 
Boourlties upon it that, if it were offered for 
Bale, wo scarcely soo who could bo tempted 
tobuy. This doctrine of property approaches 
tho predominant ideas of certain socialistic 
circles. Ib was a law wrltbon as an Ideal for 
a small community of brothers ; bub ovon in 
that limited social group it could not bo car- 
riod into practical operation. In this re- 
gard it was llko many of tho Booialistlo, and 
ovon oommunistlo, principles of later Chris- 
tianity, whioh aro ropoated overydayas pro- 
oopta or ideals, bub which soaioty oould nob 
adopt withoilb undormining Its own founda- 
tions.

The " City of Topeka " Returns From 
Alaska Loaded With Miners 
and Caunerymen. 

Minora and cannerymen woro in large 
numbers aboard the atoamer City of Topeka 
upon her arrival from Alaska last evening. 
Nearly all wero bound further south. Ono 
miner, Peter VYyberg, loft the Yukon a fort- 
nighb ago after a atay there of two years. 
Ho is reported to have picked up $45,000 In 
gold dnat, for whoso transportation to Sitka 
ho Is said to havo paid $1,000. Ono Duvant, 
another Yukon miner, reached Juneau via 
the Summit, having left tho mining district 
on the 26th of last month. He had been 
prospecting for a year and says he 
made a new discovery, to which ho would 
return noxb eummer. Mining on the creeka 
had been practically dlflaontinuod for the 
BeaBon when he left tho Yukon, and it was 
then thought operations would altogether 
cease on the 20bh insb. Duvant speaka of 
the Yukon prospects as being very promis- 
ing. He does nob think that many of the 
miners will oomo out bhis year, and saya to 
date thero have been very few of them. A 
Cook's Inlet miner on the Topoka is disgust- 
ed with that part of the country. He plaoes 
no reliance on the report thab a new find 
had been made there, bub considers ib an In- 
vention of the steamship men. Capt. 0. H, 
R, Pande.whoalBooame down on theTopeka, 
ia well known hore, having on the part of 
bho underwriters some fow yoara ago con- 
demned the b»rk Dominion then at E;qui- 
malt. He lives in Tacoma, but has for Borne 
time been in Alaska. He ia now ono of a 
company co which the collector of customs 
at Sitka belongs, that has bonded 150 acres 
of land on a mountain side about four milca 
oub of Sitka. The property ia supposed to 
be prebby rich, the assay running from §8 
bo $10 in the Band. Thero were 
two newspaper men on the Topeka, 
one the editor of The Alaskan at Sibka, and 
tho other of the Mining Record, Juneau. 
The former, a Mr. Smith, aooompanied by 
hia wife, is going Eaab bo give publio lectures 
on Alaska, Speaking of mining Mr. G, B. 
Swineharb, of the Reoord, aaye that the four 
Btamp mills on tho Bald Eigle near Junoau 
are turning out monthly $28,000 in gold 
quartz. The Bald Eaglo is situated on 
Funtor Bay, aod is said to be on the Britiab 
aide of the new boundary line between Can- 
adian and Alaskan territory. 

ARRIVAL OF THE " VICTORIA " 

After some delay In tho Straits through 
fog the Northern Paclfio steamship Victoria, 
Cipb. Panton, reached William Head from 
China and Japan yeBterday morning, and 
berthed at the outer wharf at 1 p.m. Afcor 
docking the nlilp'a hatcheB wore immediate- 
ly thrown open and freight began to move 
in a lively manner. The steamer brought 
420 tons of merchandise to bo landed hore, 
including a considerable quantity for San 
Francisco ; altogether she had 4,000 bona of 
cargo, including bbe cuabomary hoavy con- 
signments of silk. Aa passengers thero ar- 
rived 40 Chinese, and the following in the 
saloon : Capt. Kastin and family, bound 
from Hongkong to Portland ; Capt. Ross, 
who took passage at Kobe ; Mr. Thomas, a 
toi merchant from Yokohama ; Mra. J. 
Sanger and Miss Edna Sanger, from Shang- 
hai ; Rev. Isaao Dooming, a missionary from 
Yokohama who 1b bound for New York ; F 
Y. Kushibiki, H. Yonikura and T. Kuchi, 
Japanese en route to San Franoisoo from 
Yokohama ; Mlea Wilson, a missionary 
from Yokohama ; Paul De Hess, u Japanese 
tfovornmonb offiilal who is going to New 
York ; Rev. R C. BsrgoD, a missionary 
from Yokohama ; A. Madolla, whoso passago 
onda hero ; and E. J. Cowan and Yomda 
Shorters. Tho account of tho Victoria's 
voyago is aa followH : Loft Hongkong Sop- 
tembor 18th, Amoy on the 20'h, Foo Chow 
on the 24th, Shanghai nn tho 27'h, Mejl on 
'ho 29 h, Kobe on the 2ad of October, and 
Yokohama Ojtoher 4:h. After leaving Yo- 
kohama had modorate northoaaterly gales. 
Heavy heud seas woro experienced beyond 
tho meridian, which was crossed in degroo 
49 north latitude, and thence to port had 
variable, winds and a rnodorato head sea. 
On tho second day out from Hongkong tho 
ship ran Into a typhoon and had a bid ehak- 
log up, bub omorgod from ib without sustain- 
ing the slightest damage.

How, when and in whab manner Cape 
Mudge Sally cime to her death during 
Thursday nighb last Is a compound ques- 
tion that has nob yeb been satisfactorily 
determined either by the polioo or by the 
jury of six good men whom Coroner Cromp- 
tonempanolled In the case yesterday. These 
gentlemen aro Messrs, Henry Saundera, C. 
M. Tuib, Morris Marka, A. G. McCandless, 
David Lindsay and William Shewan, and 
bhelr labors commenced yesterday morning 
ab 11 o'olock with tho usual formality of 
viewing the body, etc. Six wltneaaca were 
examined during the bobbIod, and their evi 
denoe Instead of [clearing the oaae of the 
mystery that has surrounded it from the 
firab only added to the number of contradic- 
tory atatemonta and circumstances. 

In consequence an adjournment was or 
dered until to-morrow, and shorbly after 
wards an unolo of tho dead woman, Capo 
Mudge Charley, and a boon companion nam 
ed Andrew Lumbeck, were placod under 
arrest aa necessary witnesses. The stories 
thab they toll do not oolncide, and tho po- 
lice have ovidonco already to provo that 
neither is tolling the truth, In what man- 
ner they havo been connected with Sally's 
death — if at all — remains to be disclosed. 

Tho evidence of Dr. John Lang, who made 
the post mortem examination, does not 
eolvo the question of how tho woman died, 
though it disposed of any theory thut may 
have boen formed of poisoning or of violent 
murder. There woro no marks of 
rough UBago on bho body, and the 
indications wore that death had resulted 
from exposure, acting upon a constitution 
greatly enfeebled by dlBeaao. Tho examina- 
tion failed to substantiate tho opinion thab 
death had boon caused by strangulation, 
though the Dootor waa not prepared to say 
that the unfortunate woman might not have 
beon partially strangled and left to perish 
from exposure, too weak to take measures 
for her own safety. 

ThiB is the theory which seems at present 
most in accord with the known oircum 
stances of the case. Tho woman was aeon 
in town as late aa ten mlnutea to ten on 
Thursday night, when aho left Joseph 
Maguiro'a oabin on Chatham atreet to go 
to her unolo'a, the Indian Charley. 
A little later Bho waa notiood going 
In the direction of Store street, 
still quite sober, and nob yeb in 
bho possession of the little parcel of 
erapea thab was found near her body, and 
of which the examination of the viBOera dis- 
closed she had partaken Bhortly before 
death. 

The uncle, Charley, said on the witness 
stand yesterday that he did not remember 
whether or nob ho saw his nieoe during bhe 
night, though he and Andrew Lambook 
spent bho nighb at her cabin. Nor could he 
tell why they had gono to Sally's abodo in- 
stead of their own — they had been driuklng, 
and he did nob get up unbil 11 o'clock or 
thereabouts, Andrew having risen at 8. 

Andrew on tho othor hand not only denies 
having spent the night In Sally's cabin, bub 
denies even knowing the woman. Ho ao- 
counts for himself on Thursday nighb by Bay- 
ing that he was staying at a friend's house — 
which tho police havo already discovered is 
an untruth — and "supposes " that ho must 
havo been o»rr!»d while drunk, In tho morn- 
ing, to Sally's house and there locked in — 
by whom he doesn't prebend bo conjecture. 
Certain ib Is that he waa found there by the 
police whon they went to search tho promises 
— locked in from the outsido. There woro 
no valuablea within that could have belonged 
to Sally, bub a piece of atrong aailcord waB 
pickod up insido the cabin, that is very sim- 
ilar, strangely enough, to a cord found oloso 
to the body, on the roaervation. 

Discarding all suggOBtlon of foul p'ay, it 
la difficult to understand why Sally ahould 
have gono to tho roaervation alone and with 
no apparent purpose, in the dead of night — 
or why Bho should have disrobed herself 
and lain <1 >wn to die under the 
clump of bushes whore aho waB found in tho 
morning. The position of tho body was, 
too, far from natural, and tho dress boars 
evidence of having been hastily removed, in 
that bho eleevoB are both turned insido out. 
Whether Sally had or had nob any money or 
jewelry ia a point that is receiving due at- 
tention, but which has nob yeb been satis- 
factorily solved

Nanaimo, Oob. 19.— (Special)— The synod 
re&BBembled thU morning when the firat 
business considered was the report of the 
apecial oommitteo appointed to consider the 
finanoial position of the synod. Among its 
recommendations is the proposal to borrow 
sufficient money on tho security of property 
now nnder mortgage to cover outstanding 
debts as followB : First mortgage, §5,500 ; 
aeoond mortgago, $1,500 ; amount duo to 
synod trust fund, §4,526 ; total, §11.576; 
Iobb the debt of mission fund, §724 ; total, 
$10,852. The amount to bo borrowed is 
$11,000 for five years at least and at the 
lowest rate of interest feasible, tho security 
to covor tho ArgalaCollego property, Mouu- 
tain distriot loia and Hope lots. In order 
to provide for a deficiency of inoomo as 
compared with tho outlay an undertaking ia 
to bo asked from the Bupportors of tho 
church to moot tho amount of such annual 
deficiency. The committee eatimate that to 
moot tho requiromonts in this connection an 
undertaking to tho extant of §800 per annum 
will bo necessary, though It) ia hoped thai 
by careful management of tho property tho 
actual deiioienoy may ba much reduced. 
The report also deals with tho dofioiency in 
the mission fund and tho Boale of parish 
assessments. The roDort was adopted. 

The resolution of Rav. G. VV. Taylor to 
ohango the administration fund in charge of 
the mission board from the presenb Byetom 
to the " Quebec" system wbb carried. The 
prinolpal provisions are that missionary 
clergy receive the whole of their sti- 
pends from the board of missions, and that 
the contributions of parishioners toward 
the Inoomes of the olergy be paid to the 
mission board instead of direotly to tho 
clergy. 

Ad the afternoon session Rav. Mr. Cooper 
introduced a now oanon to prevent solemn! 
zition of marriage in private houses, with 
certain reservations for epeoial cases. It 
was read a seoond time. 

The Bishop appointed a oommitteo to In- 
quire into the subject of religious education 
in schools. 

Routine busiesB having been complotod, 
A resolution of Oanon Paddon to em- 
power the Bishop to allow incumbonts who 
are old and doaerving an annual payment 
not oxceediug a third of the net income of a 
pariBh, the payment to bo a first charge on 
the income, was referred to tho exeoutivo 
committee. 

Tho synod concluded its labors at about 
four p.m.

JOHN W. MACKAY, JR. 

The Eldest Hon of the California Millionaire 
Accidentally Killed In Paris. 

San Francisco, Oct. 19 —John W. Mao 
kay, jr., was killed yesterday in PariB by 
being thrown from his horse. He was the 
eldest Bon of tho millionaire John W. Mac 
kay, wua about 25 years of ago and was born 
in this city. Ho and Clarence, aged about 
23, wero tho only children of tho millionaire 
tho Princess Oolonua being a stop daughter.

PRIVATE BILLS. 



TO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
persons who proposo to Introduce Private 
Bills at tho next session of tho Legislature, the 
Speaker has dirocted tho publication of tho 
following rullDg, which explains the distinct- 
ive character of such measures: 

Kvery Bill for the particular Intorest or bon- 
cflt of any person or persons is treated in Par- 
liament as a Private Bill. Whethorit bo tir 
tho intorest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it la equally distinguished from a 
meaauro of public policy, in which tho whole 
community aro interested; and this distinc- 
tion is marked by tho solicitation of Private 
Bills by tho partieB thomsolvce whoso lntorcsta 
aro concerned. By tho standing orders of tho 
Houeo all Prlvato BUIa, or Bills to amend tho 
samo, aro required to be brought In upon poti 
tlon, and tho payment of fees by tho promoters 
is an lndlspenaablo condition to thoir progrosa. 
Public Bills to amend Prlvato Billa can bo in- 
troduced by a member of tho Government, but 
not by a private member.

In sinking a 2o foot shaft the ledge was cut 
obliquely for 20 foot, whon the foot wall was 
reached. The Bhaft ihowa a largo body of 
concentrating oro with two pay streaks of 
12 inohos. The firsb of these carries a high 
grado of steel galena, and tho soaond cubo 
galona and yellow copper with a small per- 
centage of zino. Thero aro twelvo men at 
work on tho Currie, and the shaft will be 
continued for 50 foot whon a drift Will be 
run in on the lodge. Tho Currie is u crown 
granted claim. 

The negotiations for tho transfer of the 
bulk of George W. Hughes' mining interests 
in tho Slocan havo baen completed. The 
purchasers, members of a wealthy syndi- 
cate, woro represented in tho negotiations 
by A. W. McCuno of Salt Liko. When the 
amount ugreed upon is puid over the pur- 
chasers will acquiro possession of two-thirds 
of tho Beat and the Mountain Chief, two- 
ninths of the Idaho, and eleven-twenty 
fourths of the Dunderburtr, whioh will be 
worked to the fullest extent. It is prob- 
able that the Rimblor and Tigor proper- 
ties, which adjoin the Best, will be acquired 
as soon as opportunity offers, one large 
company being able to operate all tho 
clalma to much better advantage than in- 
dividual companies. 

The Slooan Lake country is beginning to 
receive the attention of oapital, and the 
worth of the dry ore properties In that aeo- 
tion will shortly be demonstrated. One 
large deal, and soveral smaller ones, were 
put through last week. In addition, the 
owners of Beveral of the properties In the 
Springer Creek seotion have got a " Jersey" 
on and will tr.ako trial shipments of about 
ten tons. The government has given $250 
towards tho construction of a pack trail up 
Springer oreok from Slooan City, and the 
owners of the townBito have undertaken- to 
put in about six miles of trail. They ex 
peob to have a passable trail finished In 
about two weeks. 

J, A. Finoh has token a bond on the En- 
terprise and Slooan Queen properties on Ten- 
mile creek, owned by Kirkwood and Mo- 
Kinnon, The bond 1b for §'22,500, ton per 
cent, of whioh has bson paid down. No oro 
Is to be ehlpped except such as IB taken out 
in driving the tunnels or drifts, tho pro- 
ceeds of which are to be applied in pay- 
ments - on tho bond. Should Btoplng 
be decided upon tho bond must be taken up 
at onoo. Tho dovolopmont work on these 
properties consists chii fly of a forty foot tun- 
nel on the Enterprise run in on tho lodgo, 
tully 20 feet of which is in ore, tho pay 
streak varying from 8 to 12 inohea. About 
18 tons of ore havo been taken out of this 
tunnel. Some 150 feet lower a second tun- 
nel has been run in on the Slooan Queen, the 
oonditionB being about the same as In tho 
upper one. The ledge on these properties 
h»s been tract d for over 1,700 feet and laid 
bare in several plaoes. Work has been com- 
menced on a trail from the lake, with a forco 
of twenty men. 

J. A. Finoh has seoured a half interest in 
the Meteor, on the divide between Springer 
and Lomon creeks. The ledge is small, but 
tho aurfaoe assays are tho highest in the dis- 
trict. There are Borne six or sovon tons of 
ore on the dump which will probably avor- 
oge 300 ouncos silver and about $100 in gold 
to the ton. One assay on the Meteor rock 
gave a roturn of 14,7-1-4 ounces silvor and 
$140 gold. Mr. Finch seoured Mr. Boyd's 
half in tho property for $700, the other half 
being held by Harry Sheran. 

Several peoplo are working to secure the 
Arlington, the banner location of Sprlngor 
creek. R Campboll-Johnatono, of Vancou 
vor, through Harry Prootor, made MeBBrs. 
Cooper ft Fielding a cash offer of $17,500 
J A Finch offered to take tho property on 
a $40,000 bond, fivo per cent. caBh and ubuoI 
termp, and two other offers, tho naturo of 
which could not be loarned, woro also mi 
None were entertained. It is likely, that a 



deal will bo made next week. The Arling- 
ton vein is considered to bi a true fissure. 
Ibis estimated that tho seven foot ledge will 
average from 300 to 400 cutcoi silver to the 
ton, n ilive silver appearing all through tho 
rock. Tho development work consists of a 
20 foot drift, crosacuttlng tho ledge and 
showing it up at a depth of over six feet, 
and a stripping of tho ledge on the eurface 
for about 12 feet. It is estimated that thero 
is about $12 000 worth of ore in sight, 

Boies and partners are getting out a trial 
shipment of 10 tons from the Exohange, 
noar the head of Dayton creek. The ledge 
on the Exohange Is four foot wide, on ono 
side of whioh is a rich strata of four and 
fivo Inches carryiog black mlphides. The 
average of eight ussays made as a test from 
as many different portions of the lodge gave 
a return of 250 ounces silver and $12 gold. 
Some of the assays went as high as $40 
gold. 

Six men are working on the Howard 
Fraction in the Kalispol group, looated near 
tho Meteor. There are two parallel ledges 
on the property, each of whioh carries high 
grade ore. The owners are making up a 
picked shipment of 10 tonB, whioh will aver- 
ago about 500 ounoeB illver and $40 or $50 
in gold. The packing charges on this oro to 
tho lake will be very heavy, but tho boys 
want to know what they have got. The 
avorago of threo oasuyH on their rock gavo 
350 ounces sllvnr aod $40 in gold to the ton. 

On tho C. P. R. group, on tho Lemon creek 
side of tho slope, thev havo taken soveral 
tonB of oro out of the Rough and Ready. 

H- T. Ceperly, of Vuncouver, acting for 
tho Lillooot, Friisor River & Cariboo Gold 
Fields Company, has boon dickering for the 
past week with the owners of tho Noblo 
Fivo group of mineB, in Slooan district with 
a view of purcluso, and thero la every proba- 
bility of the deal going through. The pur- 
chasing party is an English company with 
an advertised capital of $1,500,000. The 
price offered for tho Nob?.a Five group has 
not been made public, bnb it has been con- 
cede d to be in tho neighborhood of $250 000. 
If the deal does go through, the purchasers 
oontemplato erecting a concentrator and 
will arrange for the construction of a tram- 
way, thus rendering a considerable saving 
over the present system of working. Tho 
Noble Five group at $250,000 Is looked upon 
as a very oheap buy.
